GARY NOT WORRIED OVER STRIKE.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21. — The us- 
val Sunday calm prevailed today 
at the headquarters of the United 


States Steel Corporation. There was 


no indication of uneasiness over the 
fact that a strike designed to force 
suspension of operations in all the 
company’s 145 plants will go into ef 
fect tomorrow. 

Both Elbert H. Gary. 8 of 
the board of directors, and James 
A. Farrell, president of the corpo- 
ration, spent the day at their coun- 
try homes) Mr. Gary adhered to 
his policy of silence regarding the 
company plans for combatting the 
strike. Each subsidiary has been 
given permission to meet the situa- 
tion as its officers see fit. The only 
general order made public was the 
letter from Mr. Gary to the presi- 
dents of the various subsidiary com- 
panies directing them not to yield 
on the principle of the open shop.” 

Tt is not probable any comment 
will be made on the strike until the 
corporation learns what percentage 
of its 268,000 employees responds to 
the strike call.

It ia believed Lincoln came to 
Amerongen to obtain some direct 
word from the former Emperor 
which he could deliver to the Hoh- 
enzollern supporters. But if he did, 
the nature of it was not disclosed. 

Last night Lincoln informed the 
Associated Press that he expected 
te have a startling statement to 
make Sunday. But just before hast- 
ening by automobile to Utrecht im- 
mediately after the conference, he 
said he had not been authorized to 
talk and gave the Associated Press 
the following written statement:

with a Hohengzollern king. 


KEEPS IN CLOSE TOUCH. 


William Hohenzollern, however, 
while keep.ng in close touch with 
affairs, apparently has decided to 


himself and his eldest son. Recently 
one of the Berlin monarchist news- 
papers sent a special envoy to Amer- 
engen, backed with pleas from some 
of the former Emperor's most 
trusted aides, urging him to make a 
statement. But this envoy, too, who 
spent considerable time at the castle, 
had to return to Berlin unauthorized 
to speak. 

One of the many German mon- 

archistse, who has recently been in 
Holland, explained the situation to 
the correspondent. 
“In Germany,” he said, the Ho- 
henzolierns are still immensely pop- 
ular, particularly the Crown Prince. 
Perhaps the former Kaiser may 
never return to the throne, but the 
belief of our party is that one of the 
Hohenzollerns, sooner or later. will 
rule Germany again and with the 
consent of the Allies, who would ap- 
preciate the efforts of such a gov- 
ernment combatting Bolshevism.” 

Since his departure from England 
and his.arrival in Berlin, Lincoln 
has identified himself with the Ger- 
man faction favoring the return of 
the Hohenzollerns. 
THINK SOMETHING BREWING. 
The general impression aroused in 
Amerongen is that something im- 
portant politically ia brewing in Ger- 
many and that Lincoln was here to 
inform and assist the former Em- 
peror concerning the latest devel- 


opments. 
Lincoln the opinion that 
the bitter feeling against Great 


Britain would not end for a long 
time. Regarding the United States, 
Lincoln said the feeling in Germany 
was different and that he knew pos- 
itively that efforts looking toward 
better relationship were under way. 
{A London dispatch dated July 3 
said Lincoln would be deported to 
Hungary. The British government 
revoked his naturalization certificate, 
early this year, following his convic- 
tion and sentence to three years’ 
penal servitude on a forgery charge. 
Lincoln was arrested in Brooklyn, 
N. V., in August, 1915, on a charge 
of forgery preferred by the British 
Consul in New York. Lincoln de- 
clared he was a German spy and 
that England really wanted to try 
him for this offense. He was de-

“A fortune ig at stake in the 
Present campaign being directed by 
the leading Baptists in the North,” 
said Dr. Aitchison. “Two million 
dollars is a lot of money. even for

sum has been offered by John D. 
Rockefeller, provided that the ori- 
inal goal of $6,000,000: is reached, 
making a total of $8,000,000. Do 
the Baptists of the north realize just 
what this means? A fortune is at 
stake; two fortunes indeed. 

“This two million dollars is to be 
given the Foreign Home Mis- 
sion Societies—one mon each as 
permanent funds. On the basis of

“It is not too much to say that the 
chapter from which this is taken is 
one of the greatest chapters in the 
Bible,” said Rev. MacCormack. 1 
Place it side by side with the thir- 
teenth chapter of the First Epistle 
to the Corrinthians. Paul's hymn of 
love which was a special message 
for an age that abounds in a hymn 
of hate. 

“I place it side by side with the 
fifty-third chapter of Isaiah which 
is the finest picture in miniature 
that we possess of the character of 
our blessed Redeemer. 

“I place it side by side with the 
Twenty-third Psalm that has done 
more to cheer and comfort men and 
women than any other single word 
in the inspired record. 


“I place it side by side with the 
first. chapter of the Second Book 
of Samuel. David's elegy over the 
ceath of Jonathan, his friend and 
brother, in every way, the name only 
excepted. 

1 do this for two reasons. First, 
of all this chapter unfolds to us one 
of the great, if not the very great- 
est, personality of the Old Testa- 
ment. Some one has said and I 
think wisely that our religion is the 
religion of great personalities. More 
than once I have said in the hear- 
ing Of some of you that it is per- 
sonality and not ideas that is the 
Gominant factor of the world’s 
progress. 

“This is the real wealth of the 


race. It cannot be stated in terms of 


dollars and cents. It is not to found The question is asked more frequent- several weeks 


in the wealth of our service in our 
great inland seas. It has been, and 
will be to the end, the per- 
sonalities that give themselves to a 
ration’s life and to the betterment 
of the men and women who con- 
stitute the nation. That, first of all, 
is my reason for including this 
chapter amongst the great chapters 
of the Bible. Second and more par- 
ticularly, this chapter made a very 
definite contribution to thecontent of 
the world’s happiness. Someone has 
said that the real benefactor of the 
race is the man who can make two 
blades of grass grow where only one 
grew before. I believe that the real 
benefactor of the race is the in- 
jividual who does something or says 
something that makes the world 
happier than it was before. 

“Elijah is dealing with a problem 
that besets humanity every where. 
No one is born into this world or 
passes through this world. whe 
does not drink sometime or other 
of the cup of despondency and de- 
spair. The darkness of the haman 
soul is like the traditiona) darkness 
of Egypt; so fearful t it can 
be felt. Not only do we und that 
problem stated here, but better. we 
find the solution of it. It tells us 
how the dark curtain mav b» lifted 
and how light and joy and hope 
may shine into the discouraged soul 
of man. | 

“God holds here a clinic and his 
servant Elijah is the subject. The 
prophet had struck bottom. Men do 
when they ask the question: ‘Now 
O Lord take away my life for I am 
not better than my father.’ But 
if we will listen to the advice of | 
God and follow in the footsteps of 


Elijah, we will emerge out of our 
sadness and grief infinitely happler 
and brighter.

Answer: There is none. 
2. Why give the British Empire 
six. votes in the Assembly while the 
United States has only one? 

A: The six votes are given to the 
several self-governing parts of the 
British Empire, but the single vote 
of the United States is in every mat- 
ter of action of equal authority with 
the six votes of the British Empire, 
inasmuch as every active policy of 
the league requires the unanimous 
vote of the states represented in the 
council, and therefore, the vote of 
the United States. 

Does Article X commit the 
United States, without its consent, 
to aggressive action in case of ex- 
| ternal aggression committed by any 
nation against a member of the 
league. 

A: It does not. 

(4.) Article XV, paragraph 7. 
“If the dispute between the parties 
is claimed by one of them and is 
found by the council to arise out, of 
a matter which by international law 
is solely within the domestic juris- 
diction of that party, the council 
shall so report and shall make no 
recommendation as to its settle- 
ment.” Under this provision is there 
any posibility of such a question as 
the immigration of the Japanese be- 
ing taken out of our hands? 

A.: There is no possibility of such 
a question as the immigration of the 
Japanese into the United States be- 
ing taken out of our hands by any 
action of the league.

At this convention, which will be

Particular attention will be given 
to the question of trade with the 
new nations set up in the peace 
treaty and with Russia and the 
Central.

Pandemonium reigns when the police 

man betrays his trust. Witness Boston. 
The policeman’ is the people's guardian. 
The preacher is the people's guide. The 
policeman, if necessary, enforces good 
conduct with a club. The preacher en- 
courages good conduct by reinforcing the 
character with a conscience. The police- 
man works on the outside. The preacher 
works on the inside. The preacher seeks 
to lead men in the right way. But if there 
are some who refuse to be led the people 
of sheer necessity appoint the policeman 
to drive them. It the preacher betrays his 
trust the people have lost their guide. If 
the policeman betrays his trust the people 
have lost their guardian. 

No two men among us are more utter 
indispensable than the policeman and th 
preacher. The policeman is the house- 
keeper. The preacher is the house- 
cleaner. These two cHaracters are the two 
chief minions of the community and of 
civilization. A preacherless Boston would 
be a corrupt Boston. An unpoliced Boston 
would be a confused Boston. A preacher- 
less Boston would be an unguided Boston. 
An unpoliced Boston would be an unguard- 
ed Boston. And what is true of Boston is 
equally true of Washington, Chicago, At- 
lanta, San Francisco and Los Angeles and 
all the rest. 3 

We are so easy-going and slow to fore- 
‘see coming consequences in this country 
that it appears we must needs have object 
léssons. We have too many people among 
us who must see a stubble field burn be- 
fore they will believe that a single lighted 
match is big enough to do the whole dead- 
ly deed.

In his 
paper he is urging a combination of the 
German-Americans and Irish-Americans to 
make themselves a strong. factor in the 
politics and foreign policies of this coun- 
try. He is sure that under a powerful 
leader—naturally of German extraction— 
this organization would be ‘made a vital 
force in shaping the destinies of this re- 
public. Possibly in time it would become 
a Germantirish nation—a regular Erin gd 
brag about the Vaterland. 


Perchance George has the idea that if 
the League of Nations can be smashed by 
his prbject an alliance of Germany, Amer- 
ica and Ireland can be formed that would 


send Lloyd George back to the mines. 


This Viereck takes the friendship of. 
Ireland for Germany as granted and also 
assumes that the Irish are opposed to the 
covenant of the great league. In the mass 
both of these propositions are refuted. 
The large majority of the Irish in Amer- 
ica are not only opposed to any softening 
of the peace terms imposed upon Germany, 
byt they are strongly in favor of the 
League of Nations. Furthermore, the ma- 
jority of the German-Americans prefer to 
be known as just Americans and would 
fight any proposition to Germanize their 
adopted land. Many of them went back 
to Europe to give battle to the Kaiser and 
would still fight anything that savored 
of the system behind him. i

BUILDING AT HARBOR READY 
FOR SHIPYARD WORKERS; 


Shipyard workers at Los | Angeles 
Harbor will be guests of the Y.M. 
C. A. today at the opening of its 
new industrial unit on Harbor bou- 
levard, near the plant of the Los 
Angeles Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company. Preparations have been 
made to entertain hundreds of vis- 
istors in the new building complet- 
ed on Saturday. Officials of the lo- 
cal . M. C. A. and of the ship plant 
also will inspect the pbuilding. 

In the new unit is an auditorium 
with a seating capacity of 300 which 
is to be used for vaudeville. musical 
and entertainment features. The 
auditorium also is convertible into 
agcymnasium. A social hall measur- 
ing 40x50 feet and a billiard room 
forty feet square in. 

An educational work is 
in progress at the new unde. This 
consists of elasses for ninety ship- 
yard workers in such subjects as 
blueprint reading, drawing, welding, 
shipbuilding and mold loft and ship- 
wright work. The classes.are being 
taught by foremen and superintend- 
ents of the industries in that vicinity. 

Beginning early in October the 
. M. C. A. will conduct a programe 
of recreational activities, both in- 
doors and outdoors, under the su- 
pervision of W. A. Reynolds, for- 
merly physical director of the Cen- 
tral T. M. C. A., who returned last 
week from service as regional direc-

A. Stillwell as his assistant, Mr. 
Reynolds will promote a series of 
games and contests for hundreds of 
shipyard workers. Among the ac- 
tivities will be basketball, volley ball, 
baseball and various other athletic

DALTON PLAY INTERESTING IN 


CHARACTERIZATION.

This happy 
ending is entirely natural, but the 
tangle of previous incidents was evi- 
déntly a trifle too involved to avoid 
cutting a strand here and there. 

Miss Dalton’s heroine is clear cut 
—and somewhat different from the 
type she erdinarily portrays. A8 
usual she succeeds by the repose she 
cispleys. The role makes no great 
demands on emotional ability. and 
Miss Dalton is essentially the picture 
actress of poise. 

H. E. Herbert, Philo McCullough, 
Dorcas Matthews and Donald Me- 
Douald all realize satisfactory inter- 
Tretations. 
Using spiritualistic phenomena 
to bring about a happy conclusion, fs 
a new twist, but its effectiveness is 
doubtiul, except that in the Ince 
picture the management of the 
scene is characterized by finesse. 

Whether or not the title of the 
play is synonymous with the Bright 
Light district of Gotham is not made 
distinctly apparent, but we are to 
presume it refers to the areaway 
that is paved with sheckles in con- 
tradistinction te the pathway bor- 
dered with the finer growth of self- 
sacrifice and intelligent sympathy 
along which the main theme pro- 
gresses.

TIMELY NOTE IN 
KEENAN PICTURE. 


Frank Keenan is always an actor 
of force and distinction, and in his

of these qualities. Mr. Keenan takes 
partial credit for the story of the 
play which is an attempt to sug- 
gest a peaceful] solution of the con- 
flict between capital and labor.

The chief character portrayals, 
aside from Mr. Keenan, are well 
handled by Kathleen Kerrigan, Clark 
Marshall, Janice Wilson, .
